WMtalngtoo, Jao. II.— Senator Elk- 
bM lntrodao«d a bill wbioh eOT«n 
tbe features of antitrust legislation so 
tpT as It relates to raUronda. It con- 
<illas tb* provisions wifUi^ btve been 
nbonmended hy Attorbiy General 
inoz as to tbe pwmrt>|p<it at Uyne 
mo reeelve as well as tbon wbo 
rebates. It provides for the punlsh- 
IDent of corporatlonB by fine instead 
of iraprlsonment of tbe ofQcials; also 
for Injunctions to prevent discrimina- 
tion. 

The Elklns bill is the result of a 
Conference among various senators, 
most of them being members of the 
interstate commerce commisBion. Its 
purpose Is to separate interstate com- 
Btrce and railroads frott otb«r trust 
Myslation. Tbe Intarstate oomm«rc« 
committee has been unable to r.gri'C 
upon measures which have been pend- 
ing before it relating to pooling and 
Using ntea ^ tbe intenrtat* oom- 
riiaree oommlssion. Tbe new bill 
leaves these contested questions out 
and covers features which have been 
most conspicuous in the i)reparation 
of antitrust legislation. Tbe bill was 
fWarred to tbe coounittee on inter 
Mbte oompierce, of jrbicb Senator 
Elklns to ebairman, anil It is tbe In- 
tention of the committee to take it up 
at an early day. Among those wbo 
have been consulted in the prepara- 
tion of tbe bill besides Mr. Knox, 
w«re Senators Aldrlcb, Cullom, For- 
aker, Clapp and others. 

Among other provisions of the bill 
are the following: The willful failure 
to file tariff rates and observe them 
aubjeet ibe road to a fine of 11,000 or 
|tSO,000; granting or receiving rebates 
Atibject tbe corporations or persons to 
the same line.. The interstate com- 
merce eommlSBion can ^nstlt^te suits 
in tbe United StatM 'iebtirta for sup- 

Saed latarations of tbe law. It is 
e duty of United States district at- 
torneys iiiiiter direction of the attor- 
ney general to Instltu'e and prosecute 
suits provided for in the act. The 
bin gives tbe courts power to compel 
tbe attandanee of witnessM, botb car- 
riar and shipper

«rre(&klki^. Wh«B ftd bi^ struck the 
strain caused one of her masts to fall 
and it is thought that four of her 
crew were either killed by the wreck- 
age or atnnned and fell overboard and 
w«r6 drow'ited. The reaiSued idka were 
in a dying condition when rescued. 

The life savers launched the life- 
boat and started to the rescue. After 
battling with the heavy aeaa the life 
savara reached the Abbot and tOand 
that she ^at dlamasted and there waa 
no sign of life on board. After cruis- 
ing about th« wreck for some time 
time they located the Abbot's house. 
Clinglifi to the top of this 'wreckage 
and almost dead from axhauation 
were flve members of the crew. 'They 
were quickly taken into the lifeboat 
and brought ashore, none able to tell 
of the terrible sufferings. The life 
savers again went to the scene of the 
wreck bat have not yet attCQeeded .In 
finding any trace of the Other four 
members of the crew. 

One of the men of the Abbot later 
died of exposure in tbe ship bottom 
station. The other four are unconf 
scious and their condition is critioal.

Houser of Scran ton, auditor of tbe 
Temple Iron company, presented to 
the oommlsalon Ihf statements rrlii- 
tlve to wag^s, The^e Included a state- 
ment of the earnings of the company 
for 1901. Th^ Temple company em- 
ploys 770 rutn whoae average earn- 
ings in 1901 was $1.59 9-10 a day. The 
company has no company stores. The 
Temple Iron company then rested its 
case and th.e Lehigh Valley Coal com* 
pahy proceeded to call witnesses.

TWELVE WOBKMEH DEAD

Leavenworth, Wash.. Jan. 21. — 
(twelve men are deau and as many 
more injured as the result of the rear- 
end collision that occurred on tbe 
breat Northern five miles west of 
Chiwakum. An extra from Sklko- 
mish loaded with lumber and throe 
cars containing laborers ran into a 
rotary snowplow, killing or injuring 
all of the 26 workmen. Ten cars are 
iH> la a haap, with nine victims 
ot the wreck atlU underneath^ . She 
names of the dead are not obtAinanle. 
The engimi'i. L. E. Adams, and Fire- 
man Lewis Becker of the freight es- 
caped. The box cars that were used 
for tranaporting the crew were 
coupled next to tbe engine, with the 
cars of lumlK'r following, and when 
the crash came the lumber telescoped 
tbe cars loaded with their human 
^gbt, kilUitg and maiming the en- 
tire crew. Only two eacaped, and they 
were thrown bodily into the air, had- 
ing 30 feet away.

The .Mine Workers' national wage 
committee, of which W. 11 Ilaskins 
of Ohio Is chairman, and Patrick Do- 
Ian of Pittsburg and Patrick Qllday 
of Morrisdale. Pa., are members, has 
got down to business and Is receiving 
tiip rpjxjrts from all of the districts 
and tbe recommendations regarding 
the demand to be made for an advance 
in wages. Patrick Dolan said: "It 
seems that the Ohio miners are de- 
manding that we ask for 2.''> per cent 
Increase The miners of Indiana, Il- 
linois, western Pennsylvania and cen- 
tral Pennsylvania are talking about 
asking for an advance of 16 to 20 per 
cent.
